Tile Dying Ruler of Russia. 
The Paris correspondent of the Daily 
News discredits the report th a t the 
czarow itz has renounced the succes­ 
sion. 
“ It is none the less true," it is added, 
“ th a t the cza rs brothers, who now 
have been summoned to Livadia, came 
to France so as to be out of tho w ay 
during any possible crisis about the 
order in which the throne should be 
tran sm itted .” 
From St. P etersburg the News has 
th e follow ing: 
“ The latest advices from Livadia are 
th a t, despite th e fact th a t he is out of 
bed, the czar's case is hopeless. The 
doctors have discovered th a t he has a 
cancer. 
In ten days he has lost thirty- 
tw o pounds. The excitem ent a t Livadia 
and Moscow is indescribable.” 
A dispatch from W arsaw says it is 
believed in th a t city th a t the disease 
from w hich th e czar is suffering origin­ 
ated in the railroad accident near 
Borki, in 
October, 1888, w hen the 
im perial train was wrecked while his 
m ajesty was retu rn in g from th e Crimea 
to St. Petersburg, killing tw enty-one

WORK OF A CYCLONE. 


N y a ck, N. Y., Oct. 23.—F our grand 
children of Rev. W. Taylor, M ethodist 
m issionary bishop of Africa, perished 
in the elegant house of th e ir father, 
Rev. Ross Taylor, in South Nyack 
early yesterday. 
In addition one m an 
was so badly burned 
th a t he can 
scarcely recover and tw o others w ere 
seriously 
injured. 
It was a little 
after 
4 o'clock when 
Mrs. T aylor 
was aw akened by the smell of smoke. 
She aroused lier husband. 
They found 
the halls filled w ith smoke, the fire 
having evidently obtained great head­ 
way. 
From the first it w as plain the 
house was doomed, w hile th e condition 
of the inm ates was alm ost beyond hope. 
Mr. and Mrs. Taylor succeeded in 
groping th eir w ay through suffocat­ 
ing smoke to th e open air w ithout 
having been able to extend a helping 
hand to th eir six children or others of 
the household. People on the streets bad 
seen the fire, and as Mr. and Mrs. 
Taylor em erged th e fire departm ent 
arrived. 
The energies of all were 
directed tow ard the rescue of those 
who still rem ained in the doomed 
structure. 
The tw o eldest of the Tay­ 
lor children, Stew art 
and W illiam, 
were aroused in time, and jum ping 
from the window of th eir bed cham ber 
were caught w ithout being seriously 
injured. 
Four others of th e children 
perished. 
T heir nam es were: 
HARRIET, aged eleven years. 
ADA. aged nine. 
ARTHUR, aged seven. 
SCHULTZ, aged five. 
T heir bodies w ere recovered three 
hours later and removed to an under­ 
taking establishm ent. 
Besides th e 
T aylor fam ily th ere were in th e house 
Michael M ulladey, a laborer, and tw o 
house 
decorators 
nam ed 
Edw ard 
L inta and W illiam Ruth. 
All th ree 
had been sleeping in the th ird story. 
W hen aroused escape by th e stairw ay 
was cut off, and they jum ped for th e ir 
lives. 
M ulladey was so badly h u rt 
th a t he can scarcely recover. 
R uth 
and L inta sustained serious injuries, 
b ut they w ill probably recover. 
The house w hich w as burned had 
only recently been built, and th e in­ 
terior decorations were still incom­ 
plete.

The state supreme court met this 
morning at ten to render decisions in 
the last assignment of cases argued 
before them. 
Among 
the cases 
decided were several which came up 
from the circuit court of Rock county 
and some are cases from Janesville 
itself. 
Chief among these are three 
cases brought by those who own land 
on the east side of the river upon the 
claim against those who own water 
power of the upper dam. 
The plaintiffs in these case are Ann 
Walsh, Abigail A. Irwin and Timothy 
O’Ronrke and they have in each case 
made the Janesville Cotton Mills, 
Hamilton Richardson, V. P. Richard­ 
son, C. W. Hodeon, M. H. Hodson, O. 
H. Fathers, M. G. Jeff ria, Pliny Nor­ 
cross, Mattie Shopbell, Charles Shelly, 
H. H. Blanchard as executor of the 
will of Ellis Shopbeft deceased, Edwin 
F. Carpenter aa executor of the will of 
Thomas 
Lanpin 
deceased, 
Mary 
M. 
Crossett, 
Hanson 
Fur­ 
niture company and Oliver C. Ford 
defendants. 
Each of the plaintiffs 
claim that the owners of the water 
power have by buying and using the 
Indian Ford dam as a reservoir for 
storing water during the summer kept 
the Rock river at an unusual and un­ 
natural height, thus flowing their 
lands which are thus made unfit for 
agricultural purposes and farther that 
in two cases it haB damaged their 
dwellings by causing water to stand 
in the cellars. 
Ann Walsh claimed 
$500 damages. 
The claim of Abigail 
A. Irwin is for $2,000 and that of 
Timothy O'Rourke $800. 
But upon 
the decision of these cases will depend 
the action of other land owners, so 
the cases are of much more import­ 
ance than the amount of the damages 
indicate. 


Case Still to be Tried on Its M erits. 
The water power owners are repre­ 
sented by H. P. Richardson and the 
opposing parties by Nolan A Cunni ag­ 
ha rn. 
The case was begun in the cir­ 
cuit court at Janesville, and the de­ 
fendants demurred to the complaints 
attid Judge Bennett overruled the de­ 
murrer from which the present appeal 
waa taken. 
Tne supreme court to-day 
sustained Judge Bennett. 
This decision is only preliminary to 
the trial of the case upon its merits. 
The case Mary Wille against Julias 
Bartz and David Green, in which Doe 
and Sutherland and T. S. Nolan rep­ 
resented the defendants, and Winana 
A Hyzer appeared for the plaintiff, 
well illustrate 
the fact that peo­

money when once in a law snit, rather 
than accept defeat. 
The controversy 
was over a gate 
valued at five 
dollars. 
The case was begun in the 
justice court for Rock county, where 
damages of ten cents and costs were 
given Mary Nille.

B r o o k ly n , Oct. 21.—Rev. Dr. T a l­ 
mage, who has left India and is n o w 
■on his homeward journey, has selected 
as the subject for his sermon to -d a y 
through the press, “October Thoughts,” 
his text being Jerem iah 8:viL 
When God would set fast a beautiful 
thought, he plants it in a tree. 
When 
he would put it afloat he fashions it 
in to a fish. 
When he would have it 
glide the air, he moulds it into a bird. 
My text speaks of four birds of beauti­ 
ful instinct—the stork, of such strong 
affection that it is allowed familiarly 
to come in Holland and Germany, and 
build its nest over the doorway: the 
*>\veet-dispositioned turtle dove, ming­ 
ling in color white and black, and 
brown, and ashen, and chestnut; the 
crane, w ith voice like the clang of a 
trum pet; the swallows, swift as a dart 
«hot out of the bow of heaven, falling, 
m ounting, 
skimming, 
sailing—four 
birds started by the prophet twenty- 
five c enturies ago, yet fiying'on through 
the ages, w ith rousing tru th under 
glos j wing and in the clutch of stout 
claw. 
I suppose it may have been this 
very season of the year—autum n—and 
the prophet out-of-doors, thinking of 
the impenitence of the people of his 
•day, hears a great cry overhead. 
Now% you know it is no easy thing 
•for one w ith ordinary delicacy of eye­ 
sight to look into the deep blue of 
noonday heaven; but the prophet looks 
up,'and there are flocks of storks, and 
turtle doves, and cranes, and swallows 
draw n out in long lines for flight 
southward. * As is their habit, the 
cranes had arranged themselves in two 
lines making an angle, a wedge split- j 
ting the air with wild velocity, the old i 
crane, with commanding call bidding • 
them onward; while the towns, and J 
the cities, and the continents slid un- j 
der them. The prophet, almost blinded 
from looking into the dazzling heav- 
ens, stoops down and begins to think ( 
how much superior the birds are in 
^sagacity about their safety than men 
about theirs; and he puts his hand upon 
the pen, and begins to write: 
“The 
stork in the heaven knoweth her ap­ 
pointed times; and the turtle and the 
erane and the swallow observe the 
time of their coming; but my people 
•know not the judgment of the Lord.” 
If you were in the field to-day, in 
the clump of trees at the corner of the 
field, you would see a convention of 
birds, noisy as the American congress 
the last night before adjournment, or 
as the English parliam ent when some 
unfortunate member proposes more 
economy in the queen's household—a 
convention of birds all talking at once, 
moving and passing resolutions on the 
subject of migration; some proposing 
to go to-morrow, some moving £hat 
they go *to-day, but all unanimous in 
the fact that they must go soon, for 
they have marching orders from the 
Lord w ritten on the first white sheet 
o f frost, and in the pictorial of the 
changing leaves. 
There is not a belt­ 
ed 
kingfisher, 
a 
chaffinch, or 
a 
fire 
crested 
wren, 
or 
a 
plover, 
or 
a 
red 
legged 
partridge 
but 
expects 
to 
spend 
the 
w inter at 
the 
south, 
for 
the 
apartm ents 
have already befcn ordered for them in 
South America or in Africa; and after 
thousands of miles of flight, they will 
stop in the very tree where they spent 
last January. 
Farewell, bright plum­ 
age! Until spring weather, away! Fly 
on, great band of heavenly musicians! 
Strew the continents w ith music, and 
w hether from Ceylon isle, or Carolinian 
swamps, or Brazilian groves men see 
your wiugs or hear your voice, may 
they yet bethink themselves of the 
solemn words of the text: 
“ The stork 
in the heaven knoweth her appointed 
times; and the turtle and the crane 
and the swallow observe the time of 
their coming; but my people know nan­ 
nie judgm ent of the Lord.” 
I propose so far as God may lielp me, ; 
in this sermon, carrying out the idea 
of the text, to show th at the birds of 
the air have more sagacity than men. 
And I begin by particularizing and 
saying th at they mingle music with 
their work. 
The most serious under­ 
taking of a bird’s life is this annual 
Hight southward. N aturalists tell us 
t hat? they arrive thin and weary, and 
plumage ruffled* and yet they go sing­ 
ing all the way; the ground, the lower 
line of the music, the sky, the upper 
line of the music, themselves the notes 
scattered up and down between. 
I 
suppose their song gives elasticity to 
their wing and helps on w ith the jour­ 
ney, dwindling a thousand miles into 
four hundred. 
Would God th at we 
were as wise as they in minglingChris- 
tian song with our every day work! I 
believe there is such a thing as taking 
the pitch of Christian devotion in the 
morning and keeping it all the day.

I believe th at if you 
could roll the “Old Hundred” doxology 
though the street, it would put an end 
to any iM|nic! 
I believe that the dis­ 
cords. and the sorrows, and the sins of 


the world are to he swept out by heaven 
born hallelujahs. I Some one asked 
Haydn, the celebrated musician,why he 
always composed such cheerful music. 
“Why,” he said. “I can’t do other­ 
wise. 
When I think of God my soul is 
so full of joy th at the notes leap and 
dance from my pen.” I wish we might 
all exult melodiously before the Lord. 
W ith God for our Father, and Christ 
for our Savior, and heaven for our 
home, and angels for future compan­ 
ions, and eternity for a lifetime, we 
should strike all the notes of joy.

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AN ANNUAL CROP OP MEAT. 


A D elm onico D elicacy C ru sh ed U nder- 
F o o t by I ts O w ners. 
Upon a certain spot on the lawn of 
one of my neighbors, year after year, 
w ithout fail, there springs up a most 
singular crop. 
For the first two 
years of its appearance it was looked 
upon with curious awe by the pro­ 
prietors of the premises, and usually 
ignominiously spurned with the foot 
by the 
indiscrim inating and de­ 
structive small boy. 
One day I ob­ 
served about five pounds of this Del­ 
monico delicacy thus scattered piece­ 
meal about the grass, and my pro­ 
test has since spared the annual 
crop for my sole benefit, writes Wil­ 
liam Hamilton Gibson in H am er’s 
Magazine. 
It usually 
makes'* its 
appearance in late September, and 
continues in interm ittent crops until 
November. 
A casual observer of 
this 
cluster of edible toad-stools 
m ight imagine that he beheld a con­ 
vention of goose eggs standing on 
end in the grass, their summits more 
or less spotted with brown. 
If one 
of them is examined, it is seen to be 
a 
curious 
short-stemmed 
mush­ 
room 
which 
never 
expands, 
perhaps fivo inches in height, and 
whose 
surface is 
curiously 
dec­ 
orated with shaggy patches. 
In its 
early stages it is white and singu­ 
larly egglike, but later becomes 
brownish, and its shaggy points al­ 
most black. 
The concealed gills are 
crowded and of equal length, at first 
creamy white, but gradually chang­ 
ing through a whole gamut of pinks, 
sepias and browns until they become 
jet-black, at which time the whole 
substance of the cap melts or deliq­ 
uesces into an unsightly inky paste, 
which besmears the grass and ulti­ 
mately leaves only the bare white 
stalk standing in its m idst 
This is 
the “shaggy-mane” mushroom, Cop­ 
rinus comatus. 
It is a savory mor­ 
sel, and it cannot be confounded 
with any other fungus. 
It should 
be gathered in the white or pink 
stage, and may be prepared for the 
table 
in 
various 
ways, 
either 
broiled or fried, as described for 
previous species, or stewed with 
milk.

The Icheumon fly of Ceylon is the 
natural enemy of the spider. 
This 
insect is green in color, and in form 
resembles a wasp, with a marvelous­ 
ly thin waist. 
It makes its nest of 
well worked clay, and then goes on 
a hunting expedition. 
Its victims 
are invariably spiders of various 
kinds, but all are subject to the 
same mode of treatment. 
A scien­ 
tific sting injects some poison, which 
effectually paralyzes the 
luckless 
spider, which is then carried off to 
the nest, and there fastened with a 
dab of moist clay. 
Another and 
another victim is brought to this 
chamber 
of horrors. 
Then 
the 
prescient mother ichneumon fly pro­ 
ceeds to deposit her eggs, one in the 
body of each spider, which can just 
move its legs, in a vague, aimless 
manner but can offer no resistance.

and her task in life being accom­ 
plished she dies, leaving her evil 
brood to hatch at leisure. 
In due 
time these horrid little maggots 
come to life, and find themselves 
cradled in a larder of fresh meat. 
Each poor spider is still alive, and 
his juices afford nutrim ent for the 
icheneumon grub till it is ready to 
pass into the chrysalis stage, thence 
to emerge as a winged fly, fully pre­ 
pared to carry out the traditions of 
its ancestors with regard to spiders.
